1. On 16 November 1951, Kalman DABOLCI-IEKETE, Lager 106, Enns, Upper 
Austria, unemployed displaced person, vrid lias -an BAUJflUWfe knowledge of dis- 
placed persons in Austria due to his long occupancy of DP Caaq>s, and who acts 
as a frequent informant of the Enns Field Office, this Sub-Detachment, fur- 
nished the following information concerning Dr. Jozsef ZAGON. Source had 
been in mail correspondence with ZAGON, who 1 b the apostolical visitor of the 
Hungarians living in exile, in June 1951. Source related that although ZAGON.

Hungarian personality residing atTterrack 17/9, Lager Asten, Camp 117, Upper 
Austria, was discreetly interviewed and furnished the following information:
